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New claims 73-81 are drawn to various embodiments of the biocontrol agent covered by 
elected claim 24. New claims 82-91 are drawn to a method of treating fungal infection in a plant 
using the biocontrol agent covered by elected claim 24. New claims 92-101 are drawn to a 
method of enhancing post-harvest storage of a plant product using the biocontrol agent covered 
by elected claim 24. New claim 102 is drawn to a phytoprotective composition containing the 
biocontrol agent covered by electi^d claim 24. In other words, each of the new claims either 
covers ''a product or a process of use of said product." Thus, Apphcants submit that claims 24- 
27 aiid 73-102 relate to a single invention under 37 CFR 1.475(b) and request that these claims 
be examined and allowed. 
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
